The reason for considering the m atter I 
is that hoboes are getting 
far 
too j 
plentiful for comfort, and it is be-1 
liev ed that a rock pile better than any­ 
thing else ev er dev ised giv es a hobo 
a wholesome desire to av oid contact 
with the town that has the rock pile. 
Complaint comes from ev ery city 
in Southern California to the effect 
that the hobo crop is unusually large 
and offensiv e. 
San Diego in particu­ 
lar is hav ing a great deal of trouble 
with the k nights of the brak e-beam. 
Santa Ana Officers hav e had great 
difficulty in k eeping the hoboes mov ­ 
ing on. 
They hav e tried to k eep the 
city free from the pest by ordering 
them to get out of town. 
Only 
tlie 
ones who were most suspicious look ­ 
ing and offensiv e were tak en in. That 
method saem s to hav e failed to ac­ 
complish the desired results. 
Many 
of those ordered to leav e mov e off a 
quarter of a mile or so and seek out 
another barn or another box-car for 
slumber. 
A good many of them hav e 
been on the main streets of the city 
begging for money. 
L ast Friday Jus- 
tice Cox had four husk y fellows who 
were arrested, two on Fourth street 
ami two on Main street. None of them 
had work ed for sev eral week s. 
This 
information came from 
their 
own 
statem ents. 
The city has been using a 
small 
gang of prisoners cleaning 
streets. 
This is good as far as it goes.
